ed in just before Mr. Redmond arose. 
Mr. Redmond's bill not only repeals 
what is regarded as the objectionable 
portion of the oath of accession, but it 
repeals the acts prohibiting residence 
and the acquisition of property by the 
Jesuits and other monastic orders, and 
abolishes the disqualification which 
prevents Catholics from fllljng the of- 
fices of lord chancellor of Groat Bri- 
tain arid lord lieutenant of Ireland. 


Premier Supports Bill. 


Premier Asqulth spoke early in the 


.debate nnd gave his cordial support to 
the objects of the bill. 
He declared 


that the exclusion of Roman Catholics 
from the lord chancellorship and the 
lord lieutenancy was quite unjustifi- 
able on the grounds of either logic or 
•history.

EMPERORS IN WARM GREETING. 


Kaiser Welcomed to Vienna by Francis 


Joseph. : 


Vienna, 'May 14.—The German em- 


peror accompanied by the empress, 
reached Vienna this morning 
from 


Pola, where they arrived on the Im- 
perial yacht Hohenzollern yesterday 
and were given ,a hearty and elabor- 
ate public welcome. Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph and all the Austrian arch- 
dukes and arch duchesses met their 
majesties' at 
the southern 
railroad 


station. 
The greetings- between the 


two monarchs were exceptionally cor- 
dial,'as also was the ovation accorded 


• them b'y the immense crowds that had 


gathered on the.streets through which 
the visitors ..drove in an open carriage 
Vienna Hofburg. 
Rain somewhat de- 


marred the effect of decorations along 


• the route but there was no mistaking

. warmth, of t the demonstration.

Beveridge Is Heard. 


Senator Beveridge spoke In support 


of an amendment offered by him rela- 
tive to the international revenue tax 
on tobacco and its products. 


Contending that th= government had 


lost $184,000,000. in the last eight years 
through the repeal of the war time tax 
of 189S, Hr. Beveridge undertook by 
his. amendment to increase tho pres- 
ent rate of internal taxes on tobacco, 
snuff, cigarettes 
and 
cigars 
worth 


more than 1.0 cents. 


Mr. Beveridge declared that the to- 


bacco trust, which, he said, was the 
American , Tobacco Co., had 
derived 


great benefit from the enormous loss 
of revenue which, he said, was due to 
the law repealing the increased rates 
of 1898. The act providing for 
the 


high rate of 1898 permitted the manu- 
facturer to reduce the size 
of 
tho 


packages in which the tobacco is sold 
to the people, according to Mr. Bever- 
idge. "In 1901 this increased tobacco 
tax was removed," he said, "but the 
short weight packages of tobacco were 
continued by the very law that re- 
moved the 
tax. 
The manufacturer 


stitll collects the war time tax from 
the people, but instead of paying it 
to the government 
he keeps it for 


himself." 
• 


Would Not Affect Cigarmakfrs. 


. Mr." Beveridge declared that 
his 


amendment would not''affect-the cigar- 
makers of the . country, because, he 
said, .it. does not. enhance the tax -on 
any-cigars except those which sell for 
10c or more. His amendment increases 
the.present'tax of 6- cents a pound on 
snuff to 12-'cents a pound. On smok- 
ing and. chewing, .tobacco the rate is 
increased from 6 cents a pound to 9 
cents. On cigarettes the proposed race 
is $1.50' a' thousand on those selling at 
wholesale for $2 to $4 per thousand. 
On those selling from $4 to $8 per 
thousand the tax proposed is $3 per 
thousand an on cigarettes- at over $8 
a thousand increased from $1.08. to 
$4.50 a thousand.

most invariably successful.

peatedly disguised himself and joined 
the detachments sent out to search''for 
him without the authorities being the 
wiser. Once, on a wager, disguised as 
a priest, he visited the governor of 
this province and various' other of- 
ficials. It was his custom to rob only 
the rich, nncl he distributed his spoils1 
among the. peasantry with a lavish 
hand. He finally was betrayed by a 
member of his band.

People can nave 
religion without being Christians. 
There is any amount of religion in 
heathen lands. It is only in stalled 
Christian lauds that people can be 
found who are neither religious nor 
Christian. The missionary who goes 
to heathen lands to preach the gospel, 
does not have to teach those darkened 
minds the iaea of worship. 
In that 


particular they are all ready for him. 
TUe objects of religious adoration are 
among the most conspicuous things. 


Heathen Worship. 


Those lands are full of temples, al- 


tars, sacrifices, priests, devotees. One 
of the first things a heathen mother 
teaches her child is to pray. Every, 
home has its idol god, every trade 
and profession its patron divinity. 
They have religion enough in all con- 
science, but their religion is the pro- 
duct of superstition, of fear, of lust, of 
murder, earthly, 
sensual, devilish. 


Natural religion everywhere teaches 
men that they are sinners and that 
some rite, sacrifice or service is need 
ed to propitiate an outraged divinity. 


More Gods Than Men. 


Greek and Roman mythology, tho 


Epic of Homer, which was the Greek's 
Bible, reveals to us the heathen mis- 
interpretation. 
As we read these 


pages we see gods and men, not quite 
fn equal numbers, mingling in the 
fray, and sweeping in bloody combat 
about the walls of fated Troy. In that 
ancient world each fountain had its 
nymph; each brook its naiad; each 
wood its dryad; each wind had its 
presiding god, and a deity was at the 
beginning and end of diversified hu- 
man experience. The sea was heaved 
by them, the earth teemed with them, 
the air swarmed with them. The uni- 
verse, as they knew it, was believed 
to be filled with deities, inferior and 
superior: and every natural occur- 
rence which they could not explain 
was supposed to be a direct Interfer- 
ence of the gods. Vast amount of re- 
ligion, but no Christianity. 


When the apostle Paul was on his 


first missionary journey he came Into 
contact with this phase of natural re- 
ligion at the city of Lystra. Having 
performed a miracle in the healing of 
a cripple there the priests and the 
people straightway jumped at the con- 
clusion that he was a divine being in 
the guise of a man. They surmised 
that Barnabas, on account of his per- 
sonal appearance was Jupiter himself, 
and that Paul was Mercury, because 
he was the chief speaker. And there- 
fore, before the apostlas knew what 
was on foot the altar of sacrifice was 
prepared, the garlands were woven 


and the oxen were being led out to 
sacrifice. They said, "The gods have 
come down to us in the likeness of 
men." 


Become Like Their Gods. 


But the character of their religion 


was speedily shown up. For the mo- 
ment they discovered their ludicrous 
mistake they turned upon the men 
they were just about to worship,.aad 
permitted their Jewish enemies to 
stone Paul to death. The extremely 
pious worshippers of Jupiter one mo- 
ment, became a • riotous, murderous 
lynching party the next It was gar- 
lands of roses at first; it was the 
stones of the highway, maledictions 
and curses the next 
Religion, nat- 


ural religion stretches out its hands in 
the darkness, feeling after God, but it 
has no answer for the soul's cry for 
help, it has no transforming power 
over the soul. They become like tho 
gods they worship. 


But Paul was not the first, nor the 


last man, to realize the shifting na- 
ture of public opinion. Many a preach- 
er knows what it is to be fawned 
upon at first and scratched later on. 
Nothing is too good for him at his 
coming; nothing is too harsh for him 
at his going. In one sermon he can 
make life-long enemies. In one trans- 
action he can accumulate a stock of 
animosity that is exhaustless. 
Men 


wiio refuse to wear the world's gar- 
lands, must expect-to feel the world's 
cruelties. 


Public Opinion Weathervane. 


Public opinion is like a Weathervane 


which whirls about whichever way tho 
wind blows, and has no ottter property 
than to point out its direction. Such 
considerations should cause us to 
properly estimate its value. No man 
should be putted up when garlands 
are woven for his brow, and no man 
should complain when he is made tho 
target of abuse. 
Paul had not the 


least idea that he had any godlike 
qualities when they said he was cer- 
tainly Mercury, the spokesman of Jupi- 
ter and he had no words of harsh 
vituperation when they said he was 
a fraud, an imposter, and dragged his 
mangled body through the streets. 


We shall all get along better in this 


life, if we put the world in its proper 
place, neither puffed up with its flat- 
tery, nor depressed with its power. If 
we keep on good terms with the Cre- 
ator and our own hearts, we need not 
fear the effect either of adulation or 
condemnation. 
Let the wind blow 


high or low, let it be a warm, south 
summer zephyr, or a midwinter bliz- 
zard, It is all the same. There are 
none of us yet who are either gods or 
demons.

One of the greatest dangers that threatens Fort Wayne today, is PEANUT 
POLICIES.

These are the policies of small minds carried put in small ways. 
The Fort "Wayne press, as you have read, refers .to certain Peanutisms of our 
City Government as "its policy of petty spite." 
That policy of petty spite has been especially in evidence now for" nearly 


four years and notably in the attitude of a city administration toward the private 
corporation handling two of its'larger public services, and contributing-the larg- 
est sums, with one exception, toward the general expenses of the city. • 


After years of this Peanut Policy the best citizens'of Fort Wayne have awak- 


ened to its smallness and meanness, and we thank them for so generally recogniz- 
ing its unworthiness of enlightened and progresive city government. Its cost-'to 
the city itself we shall take up later. 


Let us quote the Journal-Gazette of April 21,1909:

through specific and special tax levies, then using that.money to destroy the 
corporation.

"Corporations are human and often overstep the bounds of propriety, 


and with all admiration for the present administration we believe the city will 
lose more than it can gain by pursuing a policy of extermination toward the 
traction or any other public corporation while they fulfill their obligations 
and deal fairly with the people. * * *

"The point we want to emphasize—the point that is going to tell against 


the city and its people—is that money cannot be found for investment in pub- 
lic corporations in Fort Wayne with the fate of the Wabash'Valley Traction 
Company in sight.

"As a city and a people we owe our present prominence and prosperity to 


all corporations and, inviting them here, the city ought to give them a square 
deal as long as they give the city and the people a square deal. 


"When the Journal-Gazette sought to interest a prominent capitalist and

'Money is wary and it is going to steer clear of Fort Wayne as long as its pres- 
ent policy prevails.'

Siberia and twenty- others • are to be 
imprisoned in a fortress 'for terms 
varying from one to three and a half 
years.

Washington. D. C.. May 14.—A peti- 


tion to suppress certain socialists of 
this country by prosecution for trea- 
son and by deportation has been ad- 
dressed to Secretary of State Knox by 
the Order of Independent Americans In 
Philadelphia, an insurgent branch of 
the Junior order o£ American Mechan- 
ics. 


The petition is said to be the result 


of a small book published six weeks 
ugo by Marls Blair Coan, of Philadel- 
phia, who was formerly employed on 
the socialist paper, the Morning Call, 
In New York. Coail worked for the so- 
cialists six months, grew tired of his 
Job, and proceeded to roast his former 
employers in a book the truth of which 
ho defies socialists to disprove, and In 
which he ottered the pople of the Unit- 
ed States proofs of every assertion he 
made. 


The petition to Secretary Knox con- 


tains the names of but three socialists, 
two -of whom are well known in Chi- 
cago. One is A. M. Simons, editor of 
tho Chicago Dally Socialist, and the 
other Christian Rudowltz. tho Russian 
refugee whose cause Chicago social 
settlement people took up. Their ef- 
forts resulted In his belnp released 
from prison and freed from molestation 
by the Russian authorities. 


Treasonable Utterances. 


Simons Is charged with having made 


treasonable utterances In his book, 
'"Class Struggles in America." 
The 


following paragraph Is quoted as being 
particularly obnoxious to law abiding 
people of the United States. It re- 
lates to tho laboring class: 


"Moreover, it is they who have done 


the fighting for themselves, and, where- 
as, In the previous struggles tho class 
that represented social progress was n 
minority, depending upon the worker 
for support In Its battle, the working 
class is today In an overwhelming ma- 
jority, and has but to make plain the 
facts of history to Its membership to 
bo assured of victory." 


Rudowltz is referred to as having 


Joined tho socialists ot America, and 
turned against the country which se- 
cured for him his freedom. 
Morris 


Hlllqult is the other socialist referred 
to. 


The petition appears to be the result 


of many weeks of conference between 
Mr. Coan and officers of the Order o£ 
Independent Americans who are said 
to represent In their demands some 
40,000 citizens. 
Coan has reached 


Washington, and clajms 
that he Is 


ready to prove all assertions he made 
in his book, "The Coming Peril," and 
all the charges contained in the peti- 
tion. He has secured as his attorney 
A. B. Hay, of Washington, who was 
formerly connected with the state de- 
partment. 


• Would Prove Assertioni. 


Mr. Coan considers it Incumbent up- 


on him to prove the assertions made 
in his book for the reason that the pe- 
tition to Secretary Knox-seeks his .own 
punishment and the suppression of his 
publication 
providing 
his charges 


against socialists are proven untrue. It 
appears .that the officials. of the pa- 
triotic order which sent the petition 
considered it only fair to ask Secretary 
Knox for 'an impartial investigation, 
ind accordingly suggested that Mr. 
Coan's book be suppressed 
If there 


was failure to suppress the socialists. 


Tho charges made against the so- 


cialists cover a wide range of sub- 
jects, concerning which It is alleged 
that the cult has materially offended 
not only the law and order element of 
the country, but Its moral side as well. 
The petition reiterates the charge of 
Mr. Coan that eleven socialist dele- 
gates from America gathered at Stutt- 
gart, Germany, last year with a body 
of 800 socialists and pledged them- 
selves to use every effort to thwart the 
United States In the event ofvwar by 
.causing a general strike and Insurrec- 
tion against the government. 


Obscene Literature Circulated? 


The petition touches up the socialists 


in regard to other alleged treasonable 
utterances, their trades unions, their 
religion, their domestic relations and 
asserts that obscene literature is be- 
ing sent through the mails by socialist 
headquarters. For tho purpose of prov- 
ing the last charge Mr. Coan has with 
him in Washington a package of books 
received from socialist headquarters in 
Chicago, among -which is a copy of Ed- 
ward Carpenter's sensational book, 
"Love's Coming of'Age." Mr. Coan as- 
serts that the circulation of such lit- 
erature by socialists Is generally prac- 
ticed. 


Secretary Knox had not seen the 


Philadelphia petition and therefore had 


j no remarks to make concerning it.

question brought out the fact that 
there are only between 28,000 nnd 


29,000 volumes in the local library 
whereas there ought to be 50,000. 'It 
was stated that funds are Insufficient 
for work here though there will be a 
greater amount of money after August 
1st, when the tax will be raised from 


to 5 cents. 
During the evening Miss Hoagland 


said there were severo.l Fort Wayne 
business men contributors to her In- 
dianapolis library school; 
also that 


through the generosity of G. E. Burs- 
ley there was a scholarship of 
one 


hundred dollars annually to the school 
which anyone intending to enter the 
literary field might obtain by comply- 
ing with the conditions.

sissippi. 


Philadelphia. Pa, May 14.—The mag- 


nificent silver service for the United 
States battleship Mississippi 
was 


shipped from this city today to Me- 
ridian, Miss. The service, which was 
made by a Philadelphia jewelry house, 
was on public view in the art gallery 
of the company all this week. It will 
be placed on exhibition In Meridian on 
Monday for a week and will then be 
taken to Jacksou for public view, after 
which it will be transferred to Pasea- 
soula. where on June 1 it will be pre- 
sented to the big battleship. 


More than the usual Interest was at- 


tached to the service while on view 
because of the criticism relative to the 
engraving of the portrait, of Jefferson 
Davis on one of the larger pieces of

The service contains sixty- 


three pieces, weighs about 2,600 ounces 
and cost $7,200. The punchbowl has 
engraved on one side a picture of the 
battleship 
Mississippi, which 
was 


launched in Philadelphia in 1905, and 
on the opposite side a picture of the 
old United States Steamship Missis- 
sippi, also built In Philadelphia In 1841 
and sunk by confederate batteries In 
tho civil war. Admiral "Dewey was 
executive officer ot the ship when de- 
stroyed.

comotive boiler. Four members of the 
crew and one passenger were killed 
and twelve passengers were injured.

AIR .MOTOR ON RAMPAGE. 


Reports just compiled of all acci- 


dents on the 23,000 miles of track' of 
the Pennsylvania railroad system for 
the past year, show that during 1908 
the various lines ot the system car- 
ried 141,659,543 passengers, and that 
not one single passenger was killed as 
the result of an accident to a train. 


During the year the lines of the 


system carried 11,844,413 less pas- 
sengers than In 1907—a loss of 7.4 per 
cent, but the total number of, pas- 
sengers Injured In train accidents 
numbered only 102, a reduction of 452 
or 81.6 per 'cent from 1907.
